Men Downed in Raids Which 
Wrecked 22 of 24 Hangars 
at Villa-Coublay. 


PARIS, Sept. 12 (AP).—Evi- 
dence of how the German air 
force has been battered and 
driven back into Germany was 


seen yesterday by United States 
Army Air Force damage inspec- 
tors viewing the wreckage of the 
Villa-Coublay airdrome and as- 
sembly plant—formerly the Nazis’ 
largest air base in France. 

From 25,000 feet American Fly- 
ing Fortress and Liberator bom- 
bardiers had pinpointed the hang- 
ars and smashed all but two out 
of 24 in six raids starting in June, 
1943. 

The air force officers also were 
shown the graves of 49 unidenti- 
fied American and British air- 
men shot down in the vicinity. 
The Germans turned the bodies 
over to the French for burial. 
Each grave was marked with a 
small white cross but none bore 
a name because the bodies were 
beyond identification. 

The graves are far from plain. 
A Frenchwoman took it on her- 
self to care for them constantly 
for two years. The plot is beau-

Mrs. Mary Lois McIntosh of 
Darian, Conn., today won her long 
legal fight for the income from 
a one-twelfth interest in the estate 
of her late aunt, Mrs. Cora Fow- 
ler, an heir of the Liggett tobacco 


fortune, when Circuit Judge 
Charles B. Williams ruled she 
was entitled to recover $386,247 
from the estate of Mrs. Fowler's 
sister, Mrs. Ella Wiggins, who 
died in 1942. 

The controversy grew out of a 
provision in the will of John E. 
Liggett, father of Mrs. Fowler 
and Mrs. Wiggins, under which 
Mrs. McIntosh contended, she was 
entitled to the income from a 
one-twelfth interest in Mrs. Fow- 
ler’s estate after her death. 

Mrs. Wiggins, who received the 
disputed income from her sister’s 
estate, contended the provision 
in her father’s will was not ef- 
fective until the death of his 
direct heirs. The income was 
7)impounded by the court and held 
in trust after the death of Mrs. 
Fowler in 1928. 

Judge Williams held that Mrs. 
McIntosh, whose mother, Mrs. 
| Dolly Kilpatrick, was Liggett’s 
third daughter, was entitled to 
‘the disputed income on Mrs. 
Fowler's death, and after the 
(death of Mrs. Kilpatrick a month 
‘later. He ruled she could recover 
the income, amounting to $250,- 
169, and interest on the fund from 
1928 totaling $136,078.

The bridges 
were anchored at one end to the 
bank, but the other ends actually 
were held in place by troops hang- 
ing on the ropes, neck-deep in 
water. The troops then waded 
across to the middle of the river, 
climbed onto the bridges and 
raced across. 

Unlike previoug crossings when 
troops hugged the banks and were 
pinned down, these raced inland 
up steep hills, driving the Ger- 
mans before them. Prisoners were 
taken, and, when dawn came up, 
the GI Joes were several miles 
beyond the formidable stream. 

A rolling artillery barrage helped 
clear the way. 

Meanwhile combat engineers, 
| many from Chicago, plunged into 
ithe river and started work on the 
_ bridges so heavier equipment could 
pass. 

Until early afternoon, the engi- 
neers worked under shell fire. The 
Germans watched the bridge-build- 
ing from observation points but 
‘each time they fired a cannon, 10 
American guns answered and 
fighter bombers attacked the spots 
where Nazi guns flashed. 

Up and down the river, Amer- 
ican guns thundered, Big dents 
were made by the infantry in 
German line 
from Metz to a point 20 miles 
south of Nancy. 

American casualties were amaz-

CHINESE ACKNOWLEDGE LOSS 2 


OF PORT SOUTH OF SHANGHAI 


CHUNGKING, Sept. 12 (AP).— 


The Chinese high command ac- 
knowledged tonight that the im- 
portant port of Wenchow, in Che- 
kiang Province 225 miles south of 
Shanghai, was captured by the 
Japanese Sept. 7, after reporting 
yesterday that enemy units had 
entered the port.

Some Figures Against Dewey 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: . 

Gov. Dewey has made disparaging ref- 
erences to the New Deal, calling it 
“senile” and “defeatist.” He has also 
made constant references to the “Wash- 
ington wasters.” All of which may give 
eomfort to certain party hacks and chat- 
tels, but it makes little sense in face of 
the record. 

From 1930 to 1933 (fiscal year ending 
June 30), “the greatest Secretary since 
Alexander Hamilton” managed to in- 
crease the national] debt to the extent of 
6.36 billion dollars, while at the same 
time bank deposits were dwindling from 
53.04 to 38 billions, which by any kind 
of calculation represents an annua! loss 
of 7.13 billions. 

In the next seven years before war 
laid its heavy hand on our economy, the 
national debt was further increased a 
matter of 20 billions, but national in- 
come imcreases accumulated to 157.2 
billions, of which amount 22.59 billions 
were added to bank deposits. 

Therefore, if we. reduce the income 
increases by the amount of the national 
debt increase, we get a balance of 137.2 
billions, or a net annual gain of 19.6 
billions as against the net annual loss of 
7.13 billions under Hoover. 

Even in 1942, when a considerable war 
load was being carried, the per capita 
income stood at $910, while the per 
capita national debt was $550, leaving 
a balance of $360, or $30 per month per 
capita. This, compared with the $13.13 
of 1933, indicates that if “senility” can 
do such things, we need more of it. if 
this is “defeatism,” Heaven teach us 
what the “Washington wasters” know. 

The handwriting is on the wall for all 
who wish to view it. It tells us that 
the farmers are disposed to snap at the 
hand that feeds them and that the cor- 
porations are doing their level best to 
stifle the only thing that can keep them 
operating—purchasing power of the 
populace. 

If such capricious thinking is to pre- 
vail, where are we headed’

Abolition of the electoral college was a long- 
standing goal of the late George W. Norris of 
Nebraska. While in the United ®tates Senate, he 
introduced resolution after resolution proposing 
a constitutional amendment to that effect. All of 
them failed, one by only two votes, and the 
archaic system remains. 

A taste of its vicious possibilities may come 
out of the Texas State Democratic convention, in 
Dallas today. A formidable movement is under 
way in that State to pervert the electoral college 
to partisan purposes. 

Like several other Southern states, Texas has 
a considerable bloc of anti-Roosevelt Democrats. 
Their delegates captured the party’s May con- 
vention, and threatened to instruct the State’s 23 
presidential electors to vote for “some Democrat 
of their own choosing” other than the President 
if the national convention in Chicago took actions 
displeasing to them. 

The anti-Roosevelt faction now appears ready 
to carry out its threat. One of its nominees 
for elector announces in a newspaper advertise- 
ment: “If elected in November, I intend to vote 
for Senator Byrd of Virginia.” Another asserts 
that 15 electors will not vote for Roosevelt. Pro- 
Roosevelt delegates withdrew from the May con- 
vention and nominated their own electors, but 
the Texas Supreme Court has ruled that the 
electors of the “Regular Democrats” (the anti- 
administration group) are the legal nominees. 

Thus, Texans who think they are voting for 
Roosevelt may find the electors refusing to cast 
the State’s ballots for him. 

This Democratic brawl is no fit subjeet for 
G. O. P. cheers. The principle would be just as 
dishonest and as objectionable if an anti-Dewey 
clique in some Republican state refused to sup- 
port the party’s presidential nominee and in- 
structed the electors to vote for someone else. 
As the Constitution now stands, it could happen 
some day in the Republican camp, too. 

As explained in our Mirror of Public Opinion 
today, only the electors’ integrity itnsures that 
they will cast a staie’s electoral votes for the 
candidate whom the voters prefer. Under the 
archaic provision by which our Presidents are 
elected, they are not legally bound to cast the 
electoral ballots for the party’s nomfimee. Clearly, 
such a weird system offers a temptation to un- 
scrupulous men, blinded by intra-party feuds, to 
nullify the wishes of the majority, and thus 
violate -the basic primciple of democracy. 

Senator Norris foresaw these possibilities. Per- 
haps the Texas fight, whatever its outcome, will 
dramatize the issue, so that the people and Con- 
gress vill at last realize the necessity for action 
to bring about this long-nmeeded reform,

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Future of the Robot Bomb 


The robot-bomb blitz has taught the British an 
important lesson, William Stoneman reports—the 
lesson that the territory across the Channel must 
never again be allowed to fall into enemy hands, 
lest an improved and deadlier flying bomb suc- 
ceed in a future war in making London unlivable, 
as the Nazis this time tried, but failed, to do.

Federa) invasion of states’ rights is always a 
warm subject, particularly in election years. Now 
that the topic is being brought up again, St. 
Louis sees, right at home, a telling demonstration 
of why Washington moves in from time to time 
and takes over functions that the states should 
be discharging for themselves. 

The charges of fraudulent voting in the Aug. 1 
primary furnish the example. The Federal grand

He was not elected until Monday, and it 
was legally possible for someone else to be 
elected that day. Under the Constitution, 
the American people have no more right 
or authority to vote for President of the 
United States tham they have to vote for 
the Arehbishop of Canterbury. They don’t, 
either. 


What they do is vote for electors, who 
have a legal right to elect anyone they 
cheose who has the necessary qualifica- 
tions, 

The Constitution is quite clear In the mat- 
ter, but im order to make doubly sure, the 
writer consulted a distinguished constitu- 
tional authority, Senator William Edgar 
Borah. This was the question put to him: 


“Tf a majority of the members of the 
electoral college had cast their ballots for 
Gov. Landon Monday, what would be the 
result?” 


No Obstacle in Law 


“The result,” Borah promptly replied, 
“would be that Landon would now be the 
President-elect, and under the law there is 
nothing on earth that could be done to pre- 
vent him from taking office next month, 
The possibility of such a thing ever hap- 
pening seems remote, but there is no ques- 
tion about the law on the subject. 


“The authors of the Constitution intended 
that the electoral college should be a free 
and independent body, making a free and 
independent choice. In fact, they were par- 
tieularly proud of the idea, because it was 
novel and it was their own. 


“George Washington was mainly responsi- 
ble for it, and his purpose was to prevent 
the development of political parties. He 
regarded parties and party government as 
great evils, amd repeatedly warned against 
them. The method of electing a President 
was the subject of much debate in the Con- 
stitutional Convention. 


“If the election were left to the people, 
parties would inevitably appear. There were 
reasons for not leaving it to the state Legis- 
latures—a method advocated by some of 
the delegates. Finally they devised this 
plan allowing the people to select a body of 
outstanding men, who would meet and 
choose a President. 


“Actually, the scheme never worked at 
all. Parties at once formed around Jeffer- 
son and Hamilton, when they were in 
Washington's Cabinet. Adams was elected 
as a party man, and all succeeding elec- 
tions have been on a basis of party divi- 
sion. 


Chief Bulwark of Parties 


“Perhaps the nearest the electoral college 
ever came to exercising an independent 
choice was at the time of Jefferson's first 
election. The contest was between Jeffer- 
son and Aaron Burr, and the vote in the 
electoral college was a tie, thus throwing 
the election into the House of Representa- 
tives.” 


“Incidentally,” Borah remarked, “ft fs to 
the eternal credit of Alexander Hamilton 
that his influence in the House was thrown 
to the support of his old enemy, Jefferson. 
He didn’t like him, or what he stood for, 
but he said that, as between Jefferson and 
Burr, patriots could make but one choice.” 

An ironic aspect of the business is the 
fact that the electoral college, invented 
to prevent parties and party government, 
has become one of thefr chief bulwarks. 


‘ That is the reason for Senator Norris’ long 


fight to abolish the college. 


The machinery required to get sets of 
electors on the ballot in all the states makes 
it practically impossible for an independent 
to run for President. George Washington 
wanted the college in order to foréstall 
partisanship; now Norris wishes to get rid 
of it for the same reason, 

Anyhow, that is how the matter stands. 
If some future electoral college goes loco, 
takes the bit in its teeth and elects some 
dope that no one ever heard of, please re- 
member that this column pointed out the 


possibility.

A preview of postwar aviation possibili- 
ties is found im the report of the Office 
of War Information, which describes the 
movement of some 22,000,000 pounds of 
freight by American and other Allied planes 
in a six-month period, 

The freight—freely and widely exchanged 
by the Allies—included tin, mercury, mica, 
tantalite, drugs, hog bristles and many 
other. items. By “global teamwork,” it 
moved into and out of the United States, 
Britain, Russia and “over the hump” in 
China. One route extended from Karachi 
in Western India to New York City by way 
of Africa, the South Atlantic and South 
America, 

Vital materials produced (or present as 
natural resources) in one place were carried 
halfway around the globe to another place 
that. wag deficient in these products or re 
sources, Thus war needs were met,

Dunsany’s War Book Excellent, 
But Not in His Greatest V etn 


“Guerriiia,”” by Lerd Edward Dunsany. (BobbDe-Mer- 
ri €e., Indianapolis.) 

If it had been written by anyone less 
great than Lord Dunsany, this story of un- 
derground resistance in an anonymous 
small country of. Europe could be reported 
upan with almost. unalloyed enthusiasm. it 
is a tale told with continuous excitement, 
and with occasional touches of that twilit 
poetry and that penetration of phrase which 
have made Dunsany an immortal. 

But because it is exceedingly good instead 
of great—most of all, because the heights 
of its effectiveness depend upon emotions 
which, rooted in the war, are noble but 
fleeting—“Guerrilla” is the work of the left 
hand. 

Lord Dunsany had evidently been much 
moved by the true story of a refugee who 
had reached London, He had evidently felt 
that it was time his pen was engaged in 
something for the war. He “cannot be 
sure,” he says in his foreword, “that this 
violent story of mine of this little fraction 
of the rage of a furious year will last to be 
read in the calm days that shall come after 
our war”; nor can we. Perhaps “Guerrilla” 
is mot so much immortal literature as it is 
pamphieteering, touched with genius and 
with beauty, but pamphieteering still. 

> > - 


It tells of a band of men in a conquered 
land—The Land: it is known by no other 
name—who make a mountain their capital, 
and freedom their purpose. The tone of 
the piece is the tone of living legend. 

So well-nigh perfect is the sustention of 
crisis and atmosphere that it is almost cap- 
tious to speak of a single lapse, yet it can 
hardly be ignored. Most of the narrative 
ia devoted to building up the heroic figure 
of Hlaka, the leader of the resistance band. 
Toward the end of it, Dunsany introduces 
an Englishman; and so eager is he to pre- 
sent Britain and its subjects beneficently, 
and as the unconquerable and final saviors 
of all undergrounds, that he makes his 
heroic, legendary Hiaka appear, by com- 
parison with the Britisher, momentarily al-. 
most foolish. 

But except for this one lapse from crafts- 
manship into artless patriotism, “Guerrilla” 
is magnificent, and occasionally it is en- 
during literature. 

“Bach man perceived that freedom was 
not a light and lovely thing to be merely 
enjoyed by himeelf, but that it was some- 
thing vast, like a colossal statue of gold, 
to be carried laboriously amongst many 
men, to be set up in the mikist of the cap- 
ital” In such snatches as this, Dunsany 
is eternal.

The authors of these two novels have en- 
deavored to show the disintegration, step 
by step, of the beliefs of the Nazi-indoctr?

In “The Firing Squad,” through the char- 
acters of six German soldiers assigned to a 
“heavenly transport” squad im Czechosio- 
vakia, the writer has revealed the fears and 
hatreds and the weaknesses and ambitions 
that have gone into the making of the 
Wehrmacht. 

“Furlough” is a minutely drawn pen pie- 
ture of the war-weary German civilian pop- 
ulation, cracking under the strain of bomb- 
ing raids, food and material shortages, 
overwork and fear of the Gestapo and SS. 

In penetrating the mind and heart of 
the German soldier as he is shaken from 
his hard Nazi assurance, both narratives 
are dramatic and exciting.

Termination loans, popularly 
called T-loans, were authorized by 
Congress in the recent Contract 
Settlement Act. An _ alternative 
program also was announced by 
the Office of Contract Settlement. 

Loans will be made by private 
financial institutions, chiefly com- 
mercial banks, to war production 
contractors, to “unfreeze” working 
capital tied up in terminated con- 
tracts pending final settlement of 
claims. 

Guarantees will be executed by 
the Federal Reserve banks as 
agents for the United States, act- 
ing in behalf of the War Depart- 
ment, Navy Department and Mari- 
time Commission. 

The Reserve Board described 
the T-loan program as a “logical 
extension” of the “V" and “VT" 
loan programs which provided war 
contracts with financing necessary 
for production. VT loans, in use 
since last Sept. 1, provide both 
production and termination financ- 
ing, but have not been available 
after cancellation of war contracts 
has taken place. The new T-loans 
may be guaranteed after the bor- 
rower's war production contracts 
have been terminated, and com- 
mitments for such loans may be 
guaranteed in advance of cancel- 
lation. 

The maximum commitment fee 
that may be charged a borrower 
by a financing institution will be 
“% of 1 per cent per year or alter- 
natively a flat fee of $50. Under 
the new schedule, the fee is not 
shared by the guarantor. 

The maximum rate of interest 
on any T-loan will be 4% per cent 
per year compared with 5 per cent

cup milk, one egg white, one- 
fourth teaspoon paprika.

Beat the 
egg white until stiff. Fold into 
the mayonnaise mixture and pile 
lightly on top of the beans.
